Community  leaders  from  around 
the  state  gathered  in  the  Salt  Lake 
City  Council  Chambers  Wednesday 
to  testify  before  The  U.S.  Senate 
Subcommitee  on  the  U.S.  Constitu¬ 
tion. 

The  committee,  chaired  by  Sen. 
Orrin  Hatch  (R-Utah),  is  probing  ex¬ 
orbitant  costs  of  liability  insurance 
facing  the  nation’s  state  and  local 
governments. 

Testimony  was  presented  to  the 
committee  relating  the  hardships  of 
broad  court  intepretations  of  42  U.S. 
Code  1983. 

The  code  was  originally  written  to 
counter  civil  rights  abuses  against 
blacks  by  the  Klu  Klux  Klan  in  the 
post  Civil  War  South.  42  U.S.C.'  1983 
was  enacted  to  protect  basic  rights 
such  as  the  right  to  vote  and  the  right 
to  hold  property. 

In  a  1961  court  case,  the  Supreme 
Court  broadened  the  scope  of  the  law 
to  include  federal  court  actions  initi¬ 
ated  by  citizens  against  government 
agencies  even  though  adequate  re¬ 
medies  for  grievances  existed  within 
state  and  local  government.

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The  revival  of  the  one  hundred- 
year-old  law  had  serious,  unantici¬ 
pated  side  effects.  Federal  court  case 
loads  increased  110  percent  in  less 
than  eight  years.  Hatch  said  the 
single  section  of  the  U.S.  code  (42 
•  U.S.C.  1983)  accounts  for  nearly 
28,000  federal  cases  yearly. 

During  the  hearing,  Hatch  gave 
examples  of  many  of  the  spurious 
lawsuits  brought  about  by  the  law. 
“The  lofty  concept  of  civil  rights  is 
diluted  by  suits  Contending  that  a 
student’s  grade  point  average  was 
wrongfully  reduced  from  95.478  to 
95.413  (out  of  100)  or  that  a  pet  own¬ 
er’s  dog  was  wrongfully  detained  by 
the  local  dog  catcher,”  he  said. 

Hatch  said  his  amendment  would 
limit  vital  civil  rights  action  under 
U.S.C.  1983  to  violations  of  laws 
guaranteeing  equal  rights  and  thus 
relieve  municipalities  from  potential 
liabilities  for  violations  of  such 
obscure  federal  laws  as  the  Wild  Bur¬ 
ro  and  Horse  Act,  the  Federal  No¬ 
xious  Weed  Act  of  1974  or  hundreds 
of  others. 

The  Department  of  Justice  esti¬ 
mates  that  over  18,000  section  1983 
suits  are  filed  by  prisoners.  “One  im¬ 


prisoned  felon  in  Missouri  filed  over 
500  eases  in  a  five  year  period  —  an 
average  of  two  per  week.  This  type 
of  litigation  hardly  advances  the  civil 
rights  intended  to  be  protected  in  * 
1871,”  Hatch  said. 

He  said  his  bill  is  aimed  at  balanc¬ 
ing  the  constitutional  rights  Of  the 
individual  if  an  injustice  has  been 
committed,  and  the  ability  of  local 
governments  to  serve  all  the  people 
without  fear  of  reprisal 

Though  Utah  has  escaped  —  for 
the  most  part  —  the  high  jury 
awards  that  have  contributed  to  the 
nation’s  insurance  crisis ,  current  sec¬ 
tion  1983  litigaton  is  straining  many 
municipal  budgets  and  threatening 
the  quality  of  life  in  Utah. 

The  committee  was  told  of  a  law¬ 
suit  facing  the  town  of  Brian  Head 
where  developers  sued  for  over  $2.5 
million,  claiming  the  city  damaged 
them  by  not  issuing  conditional  use 
permits.  Some  city  officials  were 
assessed  a  total  of  $500,000  punitive 
damages. 

Hatch  said  their  salaries,  some¬ 
times  only  $50  a  mont,  do  not  com¬ 
pensate  them  for  their  liability  expo¬ 
sure.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Libya  dispatched  an 
unusual  number  of  its  planes  toward  U.S.  aircraft 
carriers  operating  in  the  Mediterranean  on 
Wednesday,  but  there  were  no  confrontations  or 
incidents  as  the  first  day  of  an  American  exercise 
came  to  a  close,  Pentagon  sources  said. 

During  the  first  day  of  the  U.S.  maneuvers, 
which  began  as  scheduled  Tuesday  night,  more 
than  a  dozen  Libyan  flight  operations  were  con¬ 
ducted  over  the  Mediterranean  with  planes  flying 
toward  the  Coral  Sea  and  Saratoga,  said  one  high 
official  who  asked  not  to  be  named. 

In  each  case,  as  Amercan  F-14’s  and  F-A-18’s 
were  directed  towards  the  Libyan  jets,  the  Libyans 
turned  for  home  before  they  were  confronted,  the 
official  said.  He  added  that  there  had  been  no  evi¬ 
dence  of  hostile  intentions. 

The  source  agreed  that  based  on  the  first  day’s 
experience,  Libya  was  dispatching  substantially 
more  planes  toward  the  6th  Fleet  than  during  the 
last  week  of  January,  when  the  two  U.S.  carriers 
last  conducted  maneuvers  in  the  area.  . 

The  source  added,  however,  the  United  States 
had  seen  such  Libyan  air  activity  during  earlier 
exercises  in  past  years  and  attached  no  particular 
significance  to  it. 

Both  the  U-S.  and  Libyan  jets  are  operating  in- 
international  airspace,  the  source  said,  and  the  Li¬ 
byans  have  turned  toward  home  well  before  draw¬ 
ing  close  to  the  carriers  themselves. 

The  Libyan  flights  “are  giving  us  excellent  train¬ 
ing,”  the  official  concluded. 


Since  the  Libyans  do  very  little  flying  at  night, 
the  official  added,  “most  of  the  Libyan  air  activity 
(for  Wednesday)  has  now  .ceased.” 

The  area  off  Libya’s' coast  where  the  U.S.  ships 
are  maneuvering  is  five  hours  ahead  of  Eastern 
Standard  Time. 

The  official  refused  to  say  exactly  how  many 
Libyan  planes  had  moved  toward  the  fleet  before 
turning  around,  but  added  there  had  been  instances 
in  which  Libya  sent  out  a  jet  fighter  not  accompa¬ 
nied  by  any  other  planes. 

The  Navy  has  detected  no  evidence 
of  the  large-scale  Libyan  exercise 
promised  last  week  by  Libya  leader 
Col.  Moammar  Khadafy.

The  planes  have  ranged  from  Sovjet-built  MiG F 
fighters  to  French-made  Mirage  jets”  and  even  a 
Soviet-made  transport  plane,  the  official  said. 

Other  Pentagon  sources,  meantime,  said  the 
Navy  had  detected  no  evidence  of  a  large-scale 
Libyan  exercise  promised  last  week  by  Libya  lead¬ 
er  Col.  Moammar  Khadafy,  nor  had  there  been  any 
effort' by  Libyan  fighters  to  intercept  Israeli  civi¬ 
lian  airliners  flying  across  the  Mediterranean. 

On  Feb.  4,  Israel  intercepted  a  private  jet  after  it 
departed  Libya  and  forced  it  to  land  in  Israel  in  an 
abortive  search  for  terrorists.  Khadafy  responded 


by  saying  he  had  ordered  his  own  air  forces  to  begin 
searching  for  Israeli  airliners. 

The  U.S,  carriers  first  moved  into  position  off 
Libya’s  coast  last  month  in  what  administration 
sources  described  as  a  “show  of  resolve.” 

That  followed  Khadafy’s  decision  to  order  his 
own  forces  on  military  alert  after  President  Reagan 
accused  Libya  of  supporting  the  Palestinian  terror¬ 
ist  faction  believed  responsible  for  the  Dec.  27 
attacks  on  the  Rome  and  Vienna  airports. 

Like  the  January  exercise,  the  current  maneuv¬ 
ers  are  being  conducted  within  the  so-called  Tripoli 
Flight  Information  Region  and  are  scheduled  to 
extend  through  Friday  evening. 

The  Tripoli  Flight  Information  Region  is  a  broad 
area  off  Libya’s  coast  within  which  civilian  airliners 
crossing  the  Mediterranean  are  directed  by  Libyan 
controllers.  It  includes  the  Gulf  of  Sidra,  a  large, 
U-shaped  body  of  water  that  cuts  into  the  central 
Libyan  coastline. 

Khadafy  has  claimed  the  gulf  as  Libyan  waters. 
That  claim  is  dismissed  by  the  United  States,  which 
recognizes  only  a  12-mile  territorial  limit. 

The  Pentagon  sources  said  Wednesday  the  U.S. 
carriers  and  their  jets  were  still  operating  to  the 
north  of  the  gulf  and  had  no  orders  at  the  moment  to 
extend  their  operations  southward. 

The  last  incident  in  which  Libyan  and  U.S.  jets 
actually  fought  each  other  occurred  over  the  gulf. 
Two  U.S.  fighters  shot  down  two  Libyans  in  1981 
after  being  attacked  as  they  flew  over  the  gulfs 
waters. 


Excellence  in  the  80's 
still  mystifies  many

Excellence  in  the  Eighties,  a  fund¬ 
raising  campaign  for  BYU,  is  in  its 
[fifth  and  final  year,  ye^some  students 
i still  do  not  know  what  it  is. 

‘Excellence  in  the  Eighties?  What 
do  you  mean?”  asked  Marla  Mears,  a 
[freshman  from  Thousand  Oaks, 
Calif.,  majoring  in  business  manage¬ 
ment. 

Chris  Spear,  a  junior  from  Colora¬ 
do  Springs,  Colo.,  majoring  in 
marketing  asked,  “Is  it  one  of  those 
isend-in-money  campaigns?” 

“I’ve  heard  of  Excellence  in  the 
(Eighties,”  said  Gina  Lowe,  a  fresh- 
:man  from  Roseburg,  Ore.,  with  an 
undeclared  major.  “But  I’m  not  really 
sure  what  it’s  about.” 

David  Gross,  the  assistant  director 
of  marketing  for  the  LDS  Founda¬ 
tion,  said,  “Excellence  in  the  Eighties 
is  a  five-year  campaign  designed  to 
provide  funding  for  academic  achieve¬ 
ment  and  excellence/’ 

The  goal  is  to  raise  $100  million  in 
five  years,  or  less.  So  far,  $92  million 
has  been  raised.  “We’re  10  percen¬ 
tage  points  ahead  of  schedule,”  Gross 
said. 

Funds  are  being  raised  for  student 
scholarships,  grants  and  loans;  re¬ 
search  programs  in  areas  such  as  can¬ 
cer,  nursing  and  linguistics;  and  com¬ 
puters  and  other  technical  equip¬ 
ment. 

Funds  are  also  being  raised  to 
promote  BYU’s  message  out  into  the 
world  through  touring  groups  and 
publications,  and  for  endowed  chairs. 
An  endowed  chair  is  established  when 
a  distinguished  professor  or  expert  in 
a  certain  field  is  invited  to  spend  a 
year  on  campus  doing  research  and 
working  one-on-one  with  students 
S  and  faculty. 

Gross  said  student  fund-raising  ori- 
:  ginated  in  1971  when  a  group  of  stu¬ 
dents  wanted  to  do  something 


meaningful  for  the  university,  arid  so 
they  raised  money  to  help  fund  the 
Harold  B.  Lee  Library. 

“The  campaign  is  no  longer  admi¬ 
nistered  by  students,”  he  said.  “But 
student  groups  do  get  involved.” 

Most  of  the  funding  today  comes 
from  alumni  and  friends  of  the  uni¬ 
versity,  and  corporations  and  founda¬ 
tions  who  have  an  active  interest  in 
BYU. 

“Not  much  is  raised  from  students 
compared  to  the  $25  million  raised 
last  year,”  Gross  said.  “But  in  terms 
of  sacrifice  and  significance,  a  great 
deal  is  raised.” _ _ ’

Students  may  be  familiar  with  the 
funding-request  letters  sent  out  by 
the  BYU  Arinual  Giving  Program,  a 
department  that  works  with  the  Ex¬ 
cellence  in  the  Eighties  campaign. 

“The  concept  of  the  program  is  to 
get  people  into  the  habit  of  contribut¬ 
ing,”  said  Gross.  “It  also  helps  us  keep 
the  goals  of  the  institution  in  front  of 
the  supporters.” 

Kerry  Spendlove,  a  senior  from 
San  Fernando,  Calif.,  majoring  in 
business,  said  he  understands  why 
the  university  would  want  to  make 
annual  contributions  habitual. 

“I  knew  the  school  was  raising 
money,  and  I  think  it’s  a  good  idea,” 
he  said.  “But  in  my  situation,  it’s  vir¬ 
tually  impossible  to  donate  after 
already  paying  tuition,  tithing  and 
budget.  I  don’t  think  many  students 
have  that  surplus  income.”

Former  Salvadoran 
army  officer  seeks 
political  protection 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  A  former 
Salvadoran  army  officer,  planning  to 
seek  political  asylum  in  the  United 
States,  says  he  participated  in  death 
squad  killings  in  the  early  1980s  and 
witnessed  the  slaughter  of  civilians 
by  El  Salvador’s  U.S. -backed 
military. 

Ex-Lt.  Ricardo  Ernesto  Castro, 
35,  a  1973  West  Point  graduate,  de¬ 
scribed  death  squad  killing  of  sus¬ 
pected  “subversives”  as  a  routine 
activity  of  the  Salvadoran  army  in 
early  1981.  He  said’ he  personally 
commanded  four  assassination  mis¬ 
sions,  claiming  about  a  dozen  lives. 

Castro  said  he  also  saw  the  army 
execute  unarmed  women  and  children 
during  a  counter-insurgency  sweep 
near  the  Rio  Lempa  in  the  fall  of  1981 
and  leave  the  bodies  in  shallow 
streams  as  a  warning  .to  leftist  guer¬ 
rillas.  ■ 

“My  company  was  thirsty,  but  the 
soldiers  would  not  take  water  from 
one  of  these  streams  because  of  these 
kids’  corpses,”  Castro  said  in  a  recent 
tape-recorded  interview  at  his  sub¬ 
urban  Washington  home. 


Castro,  who  left  El  Salvador  in 
mid- 1982,  is  the  first  Salvadoran 
army  officer  to  publicly  state  that  he 
participated  in  death  squad  killings. 
He  initially  told  his  story  to  free-lance 
reporter  Allan  Nairn  for  an  article  in 
the  current  issue  of  Progressive 
magazine. 

Castro,  however,  said  in  the  inter¬ 
view  that  he  was  recruited  to  work 
with  the  CIA  and  served  as  a  trans¬ 
lator  for  an  American  who  trained  the 
Salvadoran  military  on  interrogation 
techniques.  He  said  the  American 
trainer  did  not  advocate  torture,  but 
suggested  that  suspects  be  kept 
“completely  disoriented”  by  keeping 
them  isolated  and  employing  psycho¬ 
logical  tactics. 

Castro’s  statements  support 
allegations  made  by  private  human 
rights  groups  that  the  Salvadoran 
military  committed  massive  abuses  in 
the  early  1980s,  killing  tens  of 
thousands  of  civilians.  During  those 
years,  the  Reagan  administration  dis¬ 
puted  many  of  the  charges  but  ack¬ 
nowledged  that  some  abuse- 
occurred. 


Aquino  says  Marcos 
cheating  Philippines 


MANILA,  Philippines  (AP) 
Corazon  Aquino  warned  President 
Reagan  on  Wednesday  against  sup¬ 
porting  the  National  Assembly’s  ex¬ 
pected  proclamation  of  President 
Ferdinand  E.  Marcos  as  winner  of 
last  Friday’s  presidential  election. 

The  assembly,  dominated  by  Mar¬ 
cos’  New  Society  Movement  party,  is 
to  begin  official  tabulation  of  votes 
this  Friday,  using  what  the  opposi¬ 
tion  has  said  are  fraudulent  local  vote 
tallies. 

“I  would  wonder  at  the  motives  of  a 
friend  of  democracy  who  chose  to  con¬ 
spire  with  Mr.  Marcos  to  cheat  the 
Filipino  people  of  their  liberation,” 
said  Mrs.  Aquino,  who  claimed  anew 
that  she  has  already  won  the  pres¬ 
idency. 

Marcos  has  declared  himself  the 
“probable  winner.” 

Reagan  asserted  at  a  news  confer¬ 
ence  Tuesday  night  that  the  elections 


were  marred  by  fraud  on  both  sides, 
but  his  remark  was  disputed  by 
several  U.S.  election  observers  who 
said  they  had  seen  no  evidence  of. 
fraud  by  Mrs.  Aquino’s  supporters. 

No  immediate  reaction  came  from 
the  presidential  palace  to  Reagan’s 
statements  or  to  his  decision  to  send 
diplomatic  trouble-shooter  Philip 
Habib  to  Manila  as  his  personal  emis¬ 
sary. 

Mrs.  Aquino  said  only  that  Habib 
would  likely  get  a  courteous  welcome. 

As  to  suggestions  that  she  reconcile 
with  Marcos,  Aquino  replied:  “It 
would  be  a  delusion  of  policy  that  an 
opposition  whose  leaders  and  follow¬ 
ers  have  been  and  are  being  killed  can 
suddenly  settle  down  to  a  Western- 
style  opposition  role  in  a  healthy  two- 
party  system.  Too  many  will  be  dead 
the  moment  the  world’s  head  is  j 
turned.” 
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Provo  may  get  state  building

Utah  County  government  and  business  leaders 
pulled  enough  political  punch  to  convince  a  Utah 
Legislature  Appropriations  Subcommittee  that  the 
state  should  build  a  127,000  square  foot  regional 
office  complex  in  Provo. 

The  proposed  building  would  be  built  on  the  block 
east'of  the  Utah  County  Building  in  conjunction 
with  a  county-funded  office  building. 

Former  Provo  Mayor  Jim  Ferguson  and  Mayor 
Joe  Jenkins  have  pin-pointed  the  state  office  build¬ 
ing  as  a  major  project  in  Provo’s  downtown  rede¬ 
velopment  plans.  They  said  that  the  project  will 
bring  people  into  the  downtown  business  district, 
where  they’ll  hopefully  spend  money, 

The  proposal  will  now  be  sent  to  the  Executive 


Appropriations  Committee,  and  if  it  is  approved 
there  it  will  become  part  of  the  legislative  budget 
bill,  according  to  Jenkins. 

Jenkins,  a  former  representative  to  the  legisla¬ 
ture,  said  the  proposal  could  be  removed  from  the 
budget  either  in  the  executive  committee  or  on  the 
floor.  Rep.  Gerald  Wilson  (R-Provo),  who  pushed 
for  the  proposal,  is  optimistic  about  its  passage.  “I 
think  there’s  a  good  chance  now,”  he  said. 

The  building  would  house  Motor  Vehicle  and  Au¬ 
dit  Divisions  of  the  Utah  State  Tax  Commission; 
the  Recovery  Services  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  Adult  Probation  and  Parole;  the  Rehabi¬ 
litation  Services  of  the  State  Office  of  Education 
and  the  Contractor’s  Division  of  the  Department  of 
Business  Regulation. 

The  state  currently  has  space  in  two  office  build¬ 
ings  in  Provo  and  owns  a  third,  but,  according  to  a 
'  representative  of  the  Social  Services  Department  , 


this  is  unsatisfactory.  He  said  the  buildings  are  old 
and  more  space  is  needed. 

The  base  project  cost  is  expected  to  run  approx¬ 
imately  $9.8  million.  Other  costs,  including  design 
and  equipment  costs  will  be  added  to  that  figure, 
according  to  Patrick  Hayes,  assistant  director  of 
the  Utah  Division  of  Facilities  Construction  and 
Management. 

The  state  is  proposing  to  build  the  facility  on  a 
lease-purchase  arrangement.  The  building  would 
be  built  by  a  private  contractor.  The  state  would 
lease  the  building  and  eventually  gain  ownership. 
The  other  alternative  would  be  to  simply  contract 
to  lease  the  building. 

According  to  Hayes,  funding  for  the  building 
probably  will  not  come  from  general  revenue  funds 
because  of  the  concern  with  the  state’s  budget  de¬ 
ficit.  If  the  funding  doesn’t  pass,  Hayes  predicts 
that  the  project  will  be  at  the  top  of  the  appropria¬ 
tions  subcommitee  list  in  the  1987  Legislature. 


Orem  lowest  in  national  crime  report 


Orem  ranks  high  as  a  safe  place  to 
live,  according  to  a  recent  comparison 
with  26  other  cities  of  similar  size 
across  the  nation. 

A  survey  conducted  by  the  Police 
Department  in  Pocatello,  Idaho, 
shows  Orem  as.  having  the  lowest 
crime  rate  in  this  region  for  a  city  of 
its  size.  The  1985  results  were  re¬ 
leased  last  week. 

The  crime  rate  for  1985  was  41, 
which  is  lower  than  the  1984  rate  of 


41.5,  according  to  Gerald  Nielsen, 
public  relations  officer  for  the  Orem 
City  Police  Department. 

Crime  rate  is  a  comparative  figure 
that  is  based  on  reported  crimes  per 
every  1,000  people  in  a  given  area. 

Nielsen  said  perhaps  more  crimes 
were  committed  than  the  figures 
show.  This  number  reflects  only  re¬ 
ported  crimes.  “Some,  cities  guess 
one-half  of  crimes  committed  are  not 
reported.  We  feel  that  figure  is  way 


less  here,”  said  Nielsen. 

Usually  it  is  the  small  crimes  that 
aren’t  reported,  said  Nielsen.  “If 
someone  steals  gas  out  of  your  car, 
you  probably  won’t  report  it.  If  they 
steal  yoUr  car,  that’s  a  different 
story.” 

Rapes  also  fall  into  the  category  of 
crimes  that  aren’t  always  reported,  or 
if  they  are  reported  it  usually  is  sever¬ 
al  days  after  the  incident. 

Nielsen  attributed  the  low  crime 


rate  to  the  emphasis  on  crime  preven¬ 
tion  in  this  area.  “We  have  four  offic¬ 
ers  in  our  department  whose  prime 
responsibility  is  crime  prevention.” 

Orem  Police  sponsors  more  than  30 
neighborhood-watch  groups  in  an 
attempt  to  prevent  crime,  said 
Nielsen.  An  officer  dressed  as 
“McGruff  the  crime  dog”  goes  to  ev¬ 
ery  grade  school  classroom  and  talks 
to  children  about  “stranger  danger,” 
shoplifting,  and  other  crimes.

JERUSALEM  (AP)  —  Anatoly  Shcharansky 
said  Wednesday  he  will  resume  the  campaign  for 
free  emigration  of  Soviet  Jews  that  led  the  Kremlin 
to  put  him  in  prison  and  labor  camps  for  more  than 
eight  years.

STANFORD,  Calif.  (AP)  —  Punishments  and 
emotional  reactions  by  parents  don’t  help  students 
do  better  in  school,  but  lavish  rewards  for  good 
grades  aren’t  helpful  either,  a  Stanford  University 
researcher  says. 

Children  whose  parents  are  firm,  encouraging 
and  communicative  have.higher  grades,  according 
to  a  two-year  study  conducted  by  Sanford  M.  Dorn- 
busch,  a  professor  of  human  biology  and  sociology. 

Preliminary  results  from  the  study  of  7,836  stu¬ 
dents  and  about  3,500  parents  in  six  San  Fracisco 
Bay  area  high  schools  were  released  Tuesday. 

The  study,  which  will  be  published  next  year, 
indicated  there  is  a  relationship  between  parents’ 
actions  and  their  children’s  school  performance. 

“The  linkage  between  parental  reactions  and 
grades  were  moderate  in  strength  but  very  eonsis- 

U.S.  nutrition  advocates 
say  program  is  success 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Nutrition  advocates 
said  Wednesday  that  the  most  extensive  study  ever 
of  the  government’s  feeding  program  for  pregnant 
women  and  their  infants  has  found  that  the  prog¬ 
ram  is  a  rare  success  story  —  but  a  story  that  was 
suppressed  fiy  the  Reagan  administration. 

The  five-year  $5  million  study  found  that  the 
special  supplemental  feeding  program  for  women, 
infants  and  Children  —  known  as  WIC  —  contri¬ 
buted  to  lower  rates  of  premature  birth,  fewer 
stillbirths,  better  nutrition  among  mothers  and  in¬ 
fants  and  better  intellectual  development  of  pre¬ 
schoolers.  ;

Parents  who  get  visibly  disturbed  by  a  child’s 
poor  report  card  make  the  situation  worse,  he  said, 
because  they  further  upset  the  child:  That  tends  to 
result  m  poorer  grades  over  time. 

Creating  rewards  and  punishments  doesn't 
work,  he  said,  because  students  become  more  con¬ 
cerned  with  them  than  the  schoolwork. 

The  researchers  also  found  that  participation  in 
athletics  is  associated  with  higher  grades  for  both 
boys  and  girls,  except  when  boys  played  sports 
more  than  30  hours  a  week.  Then  they  had  lower 
grades.  The  same  was  not  true  for  girls. 

The  study  found  that  those  who  played  sports  the 
least  also  tended  to  have  the  worst  grades.

Y  ballet  dancers  express 
attitudes  toward  performinq

When  Mark  Lanham  was  married  nine  months 
ago  in  Canada,  he  knew  he  and  his  wife  needed  to 
find  a  place  to  settle  down.  BYU’s  dance  depart¬ 
ment  expressed  interest  in  him,  and  he  moved  to 
Provo  to  become  the  new  co-director  of  the  BYU 
Theatre  Ballet  program. 

Currently  performing  in  the  annual  "Ballet  in 
Concert,”  Lanham  said,  being  director  is  a  lot  of 
work.  . 

“Besides  dancing,  I  also  direct  and  choreograph, 
so  it  can  get  pretty  hectic  around  here,”  said 
Lanham  as  he  warmed  up  for  practice.

Optometrists'  salary 
is  a  definite  eye  opener

Here’s  an  eye-opener:  optometrists  average 
$50,000  to  $55,000  annual  income,  although  some 
have  six-figure  incomes. 

The  estimate  comes  from  the  American 
Optometric  Association,  which  says  the  field  is  one 
of  the  top  10  highest-paying  careers.

The  130-year-old  inn, 
the  oldest  operating 
hotel  in  Minnesota, 
offers  a  free  cat  compan¬ 
ion  service  to  guests 
who  stop  oyer  in  this 
quaint  Mississippi  River 
town. 

More  than  home 

“It  just  makes  people 
feel  it’s  more  than  a 
home,”  said  owner  John 
Hall.  “It’s  one  more  step 
to  going  back  to  Grand¬ 
ma’s  house,” 

Other  creature  com¬ 
forts  of  yesteryear  are 
also  provided  at  the  red- 
brick  inn  —  oven- 
warmed  bricks  in  the 
beds  to  toast  the  toes 
and  mustard  plasters  to 
soothe  the  chest. 

In  great  demand 

But  the  cats  on  call 
are  in  much  greater  de¬ 
mand.  The  10  cats,  Hall 
said,  are.  booked  by 
guests  about  99  percent 
of  the  time,  some 
months  in  advance. 
Morris,  a  10-year  inn 
veteran  who  weighs  a 
hulking  32  pounds  and  is 
a  dead  ringer  for  his  TV 
namesake,  has  the 
longest  booking  list. 

“He’s  the  most  re¬ 
quested,”  Hall  said.  “He 
does  nothing  but  purr. 
He’s  just  a  big  bowl  of 
jelly.” 

Not  just  any  cat  can 
join  Morris,  Tiger,  Fred 
and  Gineger  and  other 
members  of  the  inn’s 
animal  house.  A  cat’s  .. 
got  to  have  credentials. 

“We  have  to  know 
who  their  parents  are, 
who  they  are,  if  they’re 
halfway  stable.  We’re  a 
little  particular,”  said 
Hall,  41,  the  fourth  gen¬ 
eration  in  his  family  to 
own  the  inn. 

“Only  one  came  off  the 
street,”  Hall  said.  “He 
(Tiger)  hung  around  the 
back  kitchen  door  for 
two  or  three  months. 
We’d  feed  him  and  feed 
him.  We  took  him  in, 
sent  him  to  the  vet  and 
had  him  checked  out.” 

Share  living  quarters 

The  cats  share  living 
quarters  in  a  back  room 
when  off-duty.  When 
“working”  they  came 
with  food  and  litter 
boxes  and  are  available 
for  a  few  hours  or  an  en¬ 
tire  weekend. 

The  cat  idea  origin¬ 
ated  10  years  ago  when  a 
guest  who  checked  in  af¬ 
ter  visiting  the  Mayo 
Clinic  about  25  miles 
away  said  he  was  lonely 
and  needed  compan¬ 
ionship.  “the  best  we 
could  offer  was  a  cat,” 
Hall  recalled.

Nets  keep  Richardson 
despite  latest  drug  scare 


EAST  RUTHERFORD,  N.J.  (AP)  —  Michael 
Ray  Richardson  rejoined,  the  New  Jersey  Nets 
Wednesday  after  a  drug  test  —  on  which  his  NBA 
career  hinged  —  showed  no  trace  of  cocaine  in  his 
-system. 

Richardson,  who  has  been  plagued  by  cocaine 
dependency,  flew  to  Cleveland  immediately  after 
the  results  of  the  mass  spectrometer  drug  screen¬ 
ing  were  released  by  the  league.' 

“I  am  happy  for  him.”  said  Lewis  Schaffel,  Nets 
executive  vice  president,  “I  like  him  very  much.  He 
is  an  endearing  person.  The  problem  is  profes¬ 
sional.” 

The  latest  scare  in  Richardson’s  career  came 
Monday  when  he  missed  a  team  practice  and  failed 
to  keep  an  appointment  with  the  team  physician, 
Dr.  Dennis  Quinlan.  Netsofficials  did  not  locate  him 
until  he  turned  up  for  a  shoot-around  Tuesday 
morning. 

Schaffel  suspended  him  for  Tuesday  night’s  game  , 
against  Detroit,  fined  him  an  undisclosed  amount, 
ordered  him  to  undergo  a  urinalysis  at  University 
Hospital  in  Newark,  and  held  his  breath,  hoping 


the  guard  had  not  run  afoul  of  the  NBA  drug  e 
forcement  policy  a  third  time. 

It  would  have  meant  his  being  banned  from  the 
league  for  life,  with  a  possible  re-instatement  no 
sooner  than  two  years  from  now,  and  then  only  with 
approval  of  the  league  and  union.  , 

“I  was  sick,  that’s  all  there  was,”  said  Richardson 
in  a  statement  released  by  the  club,  “I  know  now 
that  I  made  a  mistake  by  not  going  to  the  doctor.  I 
guess  every  move  I  make  will  be  scrutinized.  I 
made  my  bed  and  I  am  going  to  have  to  lie  in  it.” 

Richardson  is  considered  a  two-time  offender 
under  the  league’s  drug  enforcement  policy,  which 
went  into  effect  in  1983.  His  first  run-in  came  later 
that  year  and  the  second  in  late  December  after  a 
team  Christmas  party. 

He  had  two  previous  drug  problems  before  the 
league  policy  went  into  effect,  , 

The  30-year-old  player;  underwent  a  lo-dav  re¬ 
habilitation  program  at  a  California  drug  center  at 
the  start  of  the  year  and  rejoined  the  team  on 
Jan.  22  in  Denver.

BYU  followed  the  Aggies  with  a  score  of  37  while 
Weber  State  finished  with  13.  “We  had  a  lot  of  close 
matches,  but  we  were  just  really  flat  tonight,”  said 
Coach  Alan  Albright. 

One  of  the  closest  matches  of  the  evening  came  at 
126  between  eighth-ranked  Brad  Gustafson  of 
BYU  and  ninth-ranked  Cordell  Andersen  of  Utah 
State.  Andersen  defeated  Gustafson  by  a  score  of 
2-1  With  riding  time.  However,  in  his  next  match 
Gustafson  scored  a  fall  over  Weber’s  Blake 
Beasely.  .  , 

Utah  State’s  Alfred  Castro  (fourth-ranked) 
dominated  in  the  118  bouts  by  beating  Weber’s 
Garry  Norman  3-1  and  BYU’s  Jonathan  Lloyd.  The 
Cougars’  13th-ranked- Chris  Brown  could  not  com¬ 
pete  because  of  illness. 

“There  were  a  lot  of  guys  I  did  not  plan  on  using, 
but  we  couldn’t  afford  to  lose  six  points,”  said 


Albright.  He  added  the  trip  to  California  last 
weekend  really  took  a  toll  on  the  team. 

Utah  State’s  Tom  Phelon  was  tough  at  167.  In  his 
first  match  against  Weber’s  Eric  Burton,  he  cap¬ 
tured  a  “technical  superiority”  by  achieving  a  .16-0 
score. 

Cougar  Jess  Christen,  who  has  recently  come  off 
an  injury,  pulled  out  two,  victories  over  Utah 
State’s  Chris  Hansen  (13-4)  and  Weber’s  Stewart 
Richards  (8-5).

Swimmers  are  perhaps  the  least 
known  of  all  athletes  at  BYU,  but  are 
among  the  best  conditioned. 

To  prepare  for  the  swimming  sea¬ 
son,  time  and  dedication  are  key  ele¬ 
ments.  The  women  begin  by  overdis¬ 
tance  training,  which  lasts  12  weeks. 
-  i“THe- beginning  bf  the  season  is 
probably  the  most  boring,”  said  San¬ 
dra  Verbanatz,  “but  that’s  because 
we  are  swimming  long  distances.” 

Overdistance  training  is  exactly 
what  the  name  implies:  the  athletes 
swim  for  quantity  rather  than  quali- 
,  ty.  “This  is  the  time  for  the  girls  to  get 
conditioned  for  the  season  to  come,” 
said  Crump. 

The  dual  meet  or  competitive  sea¬ 
son  is  six  weeks  of  intense  sprinting. 
The  important  thing  during  this  time 
of  the  year  is  to  cut  back  on  distance 
and  work  on  improving  times. 

The  preparation  that  the  swimmers 
go  through  readies  them  for  the 
championship  season  or  taper. 

This  type  of  training  is  two  to  four

weeks  of  intense  sprinting.  “During 
this  time,  we  drastically  drop  the  yar¬ 
dage  we  swim,  cut  out  the  weight 
program  and  give  the  girls  plenty  of 
rest,”  said  Crump. 

P.00I  work  is  at  race  pace  and  is 
extremely  hard ,  but  the  swimmers  do 
get  a  few  days  of  rest  before  meets. 
The  emphasis  of  the  taper  is  on  quali¬ 
ty,  and  riot  quantity. 

Thus  far,  the  lady  Cougars  are  1 
swimming  well  but  unrested,  and  the 
coaches  hope  to'peak  the  girls  just  in 
time  for  the  HCAC  Championships  in 
February.  Unlike  track,  swimmers 
have  a  couple  of  chances  to  make  the 
cut  for  NCAA’s. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  sea¬ 
son,  boredom  does  not  affect  the  girls 
like  it  may  early  in  the  season.  The 
girls  give  each  other  support,  and  help 
teammates  to  perform  their' best  at 
this  time  of  year. 

Peaking  for  HCAC  is  the  best  in¬ 
dicator  for  swimming  nationally.  “By 
peaking  at  the  conference  cham¬ 
pionships,  our  swimmers  have  their 
best  chances  to  go  to  nationals  and  to 
swim  well  there,”  said  Crump.

Education  flood 
needs  attention 


Gov.  Matheson  had  major  flood  problems  on  his  hands  during  his 
last  term  in  office.  Now,  Gov.  Bangerter  has  called  attention  to 
another  flood  that  is  about  to  encompass  the  state;  he  has  declared 
an  alert  because  of  the  flood  of  students  who  are  entering  the  U  tah 
education  system. 

This  flood  is  not  threatening  our  homes,  our  businesses  or  our 
lives  the  way  nature’s  floods  do,  but  the  outcome  may  be  more 
destructive.  Will  the  citizens  of  Utah  help  in  the  first  instance  and 
turn  their  backs  on  the  second  flood?  It  seems  this  may  be  the  case. 

When  the  forces  of  na- 
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ture  were  unleashed  and 
major  flooding  occurred 
along  the  Wasatch  Front 
and  in  Central  Utah,  the 
news  media  focused  its 
attention  on  Utah  as  its 
citizenry  worked  together 


to  fight  the  ravages  of  nature.  Volunteers  filled  sandbags  ,  mopped 
out  homes  and  created  rivers  out  of  streets.  With  the  volunteer 
help  came  monetary  aid  appropriated  by  a  GOP  legislature. 

During  the  flood  of  1984,  few  people  believed  their  city  or  their 
homes  were  safe.  The  people  did  not  withhold  their  time  when 
their  help  was  requested.  They  worked  together  and  prevented 
disaster.  .  •  . 

But  when  the  flood  of  the  1990s  is  talked  about,  legislators  claim 
they  don’t  have  the. money  to  help.  The  current  legislative  analyst 
proposal  calls  for  zero  growth  in  the  Utah  education  system. 
Utahns  are  watching  passively,  telling  themselves:  “My  kids  will 
be  out  of  school  by  then.  It’s  not  my  problem.  They  had  the  kids,  let 
them  pay  for  their  education.” 

The  spirit  of  helpfulness  seems  to  diminish  when  there  is  no 
threat  of  physical,  danger.  It  would  be  sad  to  think  that  the  people 
of  Utah  are  moi;e  concerned  for  their  property  than  for  their 
childrens’  education.  . 

Fortunately,  not  everyone  feels  this  way. 

And  those  who  think  more  of  their  children  than  they  do  of  their 
time  or  money  can  do  several  things  to  prevent  disaster  in  the 
education  system.  They  can  call  legislators  while  they  are  still 
debating  the  issue.  They  can  call  schools  and  volunteer.  They  can 
donate  money  to  the  specific  area  of  education  they  consider  most 
critical. 

Utahns  must  organize  themselves  the  way  they  did  in  1984. 
They  must  talk  with  their- time  if  their  pockets  are  empty. 

.  BYU  graduates  who  work  for  the  Utah  education  system  and 
those  whose  children  will  be  a  part  of  it  will  be  affected  by  the  flood 
during  the  coming  years.  We  can  influence  our  futures  now,  for  the 
floods  will  come  even  if  we  choose  to  ignore  the  alert.
